Sir: — I have noticed in the Louisville Journal 
of the 19th of February a piece over tbe signature 
of VVnyrie; and some remarks in the s:une paper 
of the 29ih in both of which my name is made 
use of in a very liberal monner, in relation to the 
indisposition of Ge;i. Harrison to pursue Gen. 
Proctor and the Britisii army, with their savage 
allies, in the fall of 1813, from Sandwich, in Up- 
per Canada. 

I enclose you, for publication, copies and ex- 
tracts of letters, calculated to counteract the at- 
tempt to injure me, the originals of which are in 
my possession, and can he seen at any time.

Lexington, 22d June, 1816. 

Sir — You have been given up to me as the au- 
thor of a calumny which was the principal, if not 
the sole cau.-^e of that vote of the Senate of the 
United States which expunged my name Irom tlie 
resolution of thanks to the northwestern army. 

1 have therefore to ask of you, whether yo t 
have ever said, or insinuated to any member of 
Congress, or other persons, lliat I was forced by 
the remonstrance of Gov. Shelby, to pursue the 
British army in the fall of 1813, and that the Go- 
vernor had said to me on that occasion, “that it 
was immaterial what I did — he was determined lo 
follow Proctor w ith tlie'Kenlucky troops alone.” 
jif there were no other motive for inciuiry, I con- 
ceive it my duly to convince tlic iudividu.als 
I who composed the army which I had tlie honor to 
command, that, not lo the misconduct of their Gen- 
eral, but to Iho misfortune of having incurred the 
hatred of a few individuals, is to be attributed the 
cruel and unmerited disgrace which has been pul 
jiipon him, and the delay of that reward which was 
so justly due to their suffeiings, their gallantry 
'and their patriotism.

Mavsi.ick, Ky., June 28, 1816. 

Sir — Your letter, under date of the 22d inst., 
was handed to me yesterday by iMr. John Cham 
bers, in which you say I have been given up to 
you as tbe author of a calumny, which was the 
priiu ipal, if not the sole cause of that vote of the 
Senate of the United States wliieli expunged your 
name from the resolution of thanks to the nortli- 
western army. 

I 1 spurn the expression of calumny. It is not 
in my character to c:ilumniate. I have ahi^ys 
look a pride in fair sailing and plain dealing, and 
hold myself bound to defend any expressions that 
I fall from me. You ask of me whether I have ev- 
er said or insinuated to any member of Congress, 
or other person, that you were forced by the re- 
monstrance of Gov. Shelby, lo pur.-ue the British 
army in the fall of 1813, and that the Gov. had 
said to you on that occasion, that it was immateri- 
al what you did, he was determined to follow Proc- 
tor with the Kentucky troops alone; which question 
I answer positively in the negative . 1 know noth- 

ing of any conversation which took place be- 
tween you and Gov. Shelby on the subject. I 
believe that the Governor, as well as the whole of 
I the Kentucky troops, were anxious lo pursue ilie 
enemy; but ivhat passed between you and the Go 
I vernor I know noting about. As to the Governor 
'threatening to pursue, with the Kentucky troops 
'alone, without your approbation, 1 never believed 
l|it. I was not of tlie Council, except in the Gcn- 
'cral Council, consequently was unnpprizcd of 
Uvhat passed between you and Gov. Shelby. I 
jwas not advised with, on any occasion, except 
when the General Council was held; I do not know 
[that it was proper I should he, and am sure I did 
Niot wish it. But this I attributed lo inisrcprcseii- 
taiioii, as I believe one of the greatest enemies I 



had was a member of your family. But now I 
will state what I have said. I st ted to one or two 
of niy friends, but without authority lo mention it 
again, that in the council of General officers con- 
vened at Sand wicli, for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether it was proper to pursue or not, you 
stated the policy of pursuing was doubtful; that 
the scent was cold, the enemy having a great start 
of us; that provisions were getting scarce; that the 
enemy could move their troops with groat facility, 
and might, perhaps, be .able to meet the retreat- 
ing army before wo could overtake them. This 
Iwas certainly all rational. To which I replied that 
^it was true that the enemy had a great start of us; 
that the scent was cold; hut that 1 thought it our 
duty to make the attempt; that wo had done noth- 
ing yet, and that I believed the Kentuckians would 
consider themselves disgraced to return without at 
least making one effort; and as to the enemy fioiii 
below being able lo meet the retreating army, 1 
observed that it was true in the winter, v. hen there 
was snow, with their carryalls, they could move 
tlieir troops with great f.ioilily, but that they had 
to march on foot as well as we liad; that Gen. \Vilk- 
[inson was below with a formidable army, and if he 
did not do any thing of a decisive clniracter, he 
[would at leat keep the enemy in check. There- 
fore I apprehended no danger from that quarter. — 
iThat if we could not overtake Proctor, (which I 
[myself though doubtful,) wo could at least push 
.him so close as to make him drop his heavy bag- 
gage, and prevent him from establishing iiiinsclf on 
.tlie Thames, as wa.s expected ho would; therefore 
uny voice was for a speedy pursuit. I do not re- 
jcollcct to have mentioned my reply when I spoke 
of the business; but Ibis was the substance of it: 
[l stated, that wh n the question was put in the 
Council, it was decided unanimo.sly in f.ivor of a 
speedy pursuit, to which you cheerfully acqui- 
esced. This is what I h.ive slated to one or two 
of my friends. But any thing that was stated in 
tire Senate on the subject to which you allude, by 
a gentleman, was never told him by me, nor was 
be authorized by me to m ike such statemenls. I 
regret as mucli as you caa, any delay that has tak- 
en place ill rewarding the gallantry, sulfcrings and 
patriotism of those brave men who achieved the 
capture of Proctor’s army, and defeated the sav- 
age allies ot Britain. 1, as well as yourself, wit- 
nessed the e.xertions, the hardships and sufferings 
they had to encounter and surmount. My sym- 
pathies were never higher than they were o:i wit- 
nessing the difficulties in the seven d.iys’ march 
I'rom Detroit, round the lake, to our horses, at Por- 
tage, when the troops were nearly exhausted, and 
many sick; to many of whom the wading of 
swamps, marshes, and deep and wide waters, was 
death. 

If this nnswer lo your quest'ons should bo satis- 
factory, it is well.

Extract of a letter from Col. David Walker, a 

member of Congress residing in Logan county, 

under dale of Nor. 3d, 1816. 

“I am truly sorry to hear Gen. Harrison has 
been induced to injure your standing, because I 
ever tliought the General a man of discrimination. 
As to his disposition to pursue Gen. Proctor from 
Sandwich, where wc were, in Canada, I cannot 
say that 1 remember to have heard from liis own 
mouth that he thought it unwise, but I remember 
well, that the impression on the minds of all the 
officers, whom 1 heard converse on the subject, 
was, that the General, at least, doubted our sue 
cess, and such was my opinion, that Proctor’s army 
would not i.ave been taken had not our venerable 
Governoi insisted on the pursuit, in which I am 
convinced he was supported by your opinion, as 
well as a decided iinjority of the officers in coun- 
cil. I know, that, to my mind, the overtaking and 
defeating the British and Indian army was certain, 
because, from experience, 1 knew them both to be 
cowardly upon lha least reverse of fortune. I 
could not have been a spectator of the least dis- 
cernment, had I not seen the very delicate situa- 
tion Gen. Harrison was pbiced in, and must have 
had a very slight opinion of his understanding had 
1 not have thought he saw it belter than I did. — 
Thus I thouglit the General reasoned: “If I urge 
the pursuit, and any misfortune should follow, on 
me only, the censure lights, and if success should 
crown our arms, the Kentucky volunteers being 
the most numerous part of my army, and corn 
manded by officers of known discretion as well as 
valor, will reap the laurels. 1 am now in posses- 
sion of Malden,' iny avowed object in the cam- 
paign, and thereto added Sandwich and Detroit; 
is it now ])ioper for my indivdual fame to take a 
course in which 1 may lose and cannot expect to 
gain?” Tticse are the reasons 1 supposed sug- 
gested themselves to Gen. Harrison, and therefore 
did I, without much inquiry; fill into the persua- 
sion tliat he had rather return from Sandwich. — 
On this and mucli more important subjects, I hope 
; 'to have the pleasure of conversing personally with 
'you in your and my lodgings in the city.

Extracts of a letter from Brig. Gen. John E. 
King, to Maj. Gen. Joseph Desha, dated Cum- 
berland county , Nov. 16///, 1816. 

To that portion which relates to the proceedings 
of tlie council held at Sandwich in 1813, 1 will to 
the best of my abilities, answer. Your first <iues- 
tionis: “Was it not your belief that the council 
was convened for the purpose of determining 
whether it was proper to pursue or not?” It w:is 
my belief that the policy of pursuit was the first 
and the rout ihe second cause of the council bc- 
iiifheld. Gen. Harrison’s address and coimiiMui- 
cations made lo the board were of fucli length 
that I cannot with precision recite them; ucitlicr 
do 1 pretend scarcely to recollect the observatioiu 
of any of the members in detail, but to the best of 



recollection General Harrison remarked on j 
the possibility of a reinforcement, the precaution ; 
j'lieccssarv to bo used in pursuit, and as well as I, 
now recollect, when speaking of ihe latter, he j 
j 'quoted the pursuit and defeat of Col. Dudley — the, 

: mcnlioii of Dudley’s defeat I perfectly recollect. ^ 
Wlioii Gen. Harrison was speaking of a reinforce- 
ment, Gen. Adair commenced speaking, when he | 
was interrupted by General Harrison, who said: 
l‘Gentlemon, it is contrary to the articles of war for j 
aids lo be members of a General Council, but from , 

, General Adair’s military character and great skill,! 
I move that he bo consideyid a member of this | 
I Council; upon the question being put, he was, 1 , 
think, unanimously admitted. General Harrison! 
then said: “Gen. Adair proceed.” General Adair! 
suid;“l was going to ask, what poobabllily there ^ 
[was of a reinforcement?” Gen. Harrison then; 
went on at some length with a detail. You fol- ' 
lowed, I think, hy making sundry reiiKirks on the! 
condition, movements, &c., of the central army,' 
from information. .Many questions, answers and 
observations took place, of whicli 1, have no dis- 
tinct racollectioii, until it appeared to me a unani- 
mous sentiment prevailed that a reinforcement was 
improbable, the practicability of overhauling, 1 
think, was then taken up — the number of British 
and of the Indians — the number of days tliey 
were ahead of us, &c., briefly detailed, 1 believe 
by Gen. Harrison. Upon which 1 became con- 
firmed in an opinion which 1 had entertained from 
the time of our arrival ai Sandwich from Amlierst- 
bnrg, that Gov. Shelby and each and evory one of 
hisotlicers believed the enemy could be overhaul- 
ed, and was determined on pursuit as related to 
themselves. I do not recollect that any direct 
question was ever put on this point, and, in my 
opinion, it would have been only formal, and per- 
fectly useless, ns it must have been perfectly ob- 
vious to Goii. Harrison and every person in the 
council-room that Gov. Shelby and every one of 
his officers present were resolved on pursuit, and 
im|;aticr.t for the order. 

As to your second (juestion, “Do you believe 
that Ilarnson would have pursued the enemy if it 
had not been for Slielby and his officers? ’ This 
question I conceive must have been intended lo 
ajiply to the inclination of Gen. Harrison; for, 
witlioiit Ihe aid of Shelby and his army Harrison 
was far short of the means necessary for pursuit in 
rny opinion; and from every thing of which 1 am 
advised jirevious to the decision, Gen. Harrison 
was not inclined to [mrsuil. Therefore, take it 
eillior way, my answer must bo (in my opinion) ho 
would not have imrsucd the enemy if it had not 
been for Shelby and his officers. 

October 9th, 1816 

Dear Sir: — You call on me as the adjutant 
General, under Gov. Shelby in the fall of 1813, 
to stale my opinion respecting Gen. Harrison’s 
[inovements after he crossed the lake into Canada. 
lYou also wish mo to say what my impressions were 
ns to Gen. liarrisoii’s pursuing Gen. I’rcctor up 
'the liver Trench, if he l:ad not been urged lo do 
so by Gov. Shelby and other officers of the army. 
*1 was in no council at Sandwich, and when at that 
place I did n >t hear Gen. Harrison give his opin- 
ion on th-3 subject of pursuing Proctor. 1 do know 
that Gov. Shelby, from the moment wc heard that 
Proctor had fled, was determii;cd to pursue him. — 
|TI e day wc inarched from Sandwicli, it appeared 
to me to be the opinion of the army, it was the 
[Governor's doings, and if wc had not taken Proc 
tor’s army, the many curses I heard him get when 
'pursuing, would have been doubled on our re- 
turn. 

1 do believe Gen. Harrison had doubts as to the 
'pursuit of Proctor, and the following are the rea- 
sons 1 have for thinking so. There was a waste 
'of lime more than an army in our situation ought 
I to have experienced, from the day we sailed from 
Portage river to Bass Island, three days. The 25th 
[of Sept, we sailed to .Middle Sister Island, and 
staid one day nearly in sight of Malden. Proctor 
burnt the fort that day, or the day we landed on Sis- 
ter Island. 'I’lie 27t'h Sept, we landed on the Can- 
juda shore and marched that night lo Malden. The 
next day we inarched eight or nine miles, and the 
next day ten or eleven miles to Sandwich, which 
was the 29th Sept- Wc staid at Sandwich until 
the 2nd of Oct. Our provisions were not bettered 
by any one of those delays. Col. Johnson’s regi- 
ment got lo Detroit as soon as we got to Sandwich, 
and did not commence crossing the Detroit river 
till late in the second day. There were but 120 
or 130 regulars marched from Sandwich with the 
army in pursuit of Proctor, which 1 thought extra- 
ordinary. Whether it was the delays, or Johnson’s 
'not crossing, or the few regulars that moved with 
tlie army, or what passed in council, I cannot tell, 
but it is clearly my opinion that the impressions of 
a majority of the army were that Gen. Harrison w as 
opposed to the pursuit of Proctor, and placed the 
! responsibility on tbe Governor, and if Procter’s 
'army had not been taken, the Governor would 
have borne the blame, and the curses of a largo 
majority of the army far their privations and hard 
marchint'. I am your friend, and humble servant.

Gen. Joseph Desha: Sir — .Noticing in the pub- 
lic prints a corrcsi'ondence between you and Gen. 

; Wm. II. Harrison, in wliich there appears a niisun- 
[derstanding, candor makes it necessary that I 
ishould state what I know on the subject, agreeably 
to the best of mv recollection. 1 was a member 
of iho council of general officers, held at Sand- 
wich, opposite Detroit, in Upper Canad:i, in the 
fall of 1813, and understood the council was con- 
vened by General Harrison, for the purpose of de- 
termining on the policy or propriety of pursuing 
Gen. Proctor and the Britisii army. Gen. Harri- 
son seemed by his expressions to throw every ob- 
, Stacie 111 the wny of pursuit, such as “the scent 
jwas cold — provisions were scarce, the enemy had 



[ a great start of us — that the enemy could move 
their troops with great facility, and possibly might 
! meet the retreating army from below — and upon 
I the whole, that the policy of pursuit was, at least, 
[doubtful. Gou. Harrison made many other re- 
I marks, which have, from lapse of time, slipt my 
I memory. 1 don’t recollect particularly the remarks 
! you made in reply to the General, hut 1 consider- 
jed them such as were well calculated to counter- 
act the obstacles the General threw in ngaiiist pur- 
suit. I recollect that the general voice in the 
council was in favor of a s|x;cdy pursuit, and that 
[after a decision the General acquiesced. 1 liavo 
liio hesitation in believing that Ihe council was con- 
[veiled for the piir|ioseof determining on the policy 
of pursuit, and ftoin the rcmaiks made, that Gen. 
Harrison would not have pursued the enemy, but 
for the anxiety and urgency of Governor Siielliy 
land his general ofiicers in favor of a speedy pur- 
suit.

I understand the design of the committee in hav- 
ing us present is, that the true history of that cam- 
paign should be exhibited, and tliat the patriotism 
ami heroism of the venerable Shelby should not 
bo cast into the shade by making Harrison the he- 
ro, as the aristocracy arc attempting to do, by their 
Harrison festivals and dinner speeches. 

1 should be glad to have a personal interview 
with you and General Adair before the 5th of Oc- 
tober, as I hope to attend. It will he out of my 
power to see either of you before that time, I ex- 
iled, and liave concluded to drop you a lino, and 
request you lo inform me by letter, whether you 
still have lire letter 1 wrote you while in Congress 
upon the subject of Harrison’s conduct in relation 
to the pursuit of Proctor. 1 remember the sub- 
stance of the letter, but wish to know whether you 
recollect what occurred at the council of war in 
Sandwich. Ishould dislike to make a statement 
of facts, if you or Gen. Adair did not also recol- 
lect in substance the same. 

I well recollect that my impression at the time 
was, and ever since has been, that Gen. Harrison 
was opposed to the pursuit of Proctor — many ob- 
jections were made — that the enemy had gotten all 
the good horses in the country — that the scent was 
cold, and that we could not overtake the enemy. 
Difficulties in relation to the route the army should 
take ill the pursuit were started. Major Watkins, 
the Ceograjilier, was called in, and from his state- 
ment, the route stated by Gen. Harrison to be tho 
nearest, was abandoned without taking a vote. — 
And on the question, “s/m// tee po in pursuit of 
'the enemy?” being put by General Harrison, Shel- 
by rose ujion his feet and exchimed, ^'tve will go,” 

I with much energy and warmth— the Kentucky 
'officers lo a man did the same. The Governor im- 
' mediately ordered that the general officer who 
! first had his brigade ready to march, should take 
j the front. All this was done promptly, as far as I 
;Coiild discover, without consulting with Gen. Ilarri- 
Uon or any one cdse. 1 mention tlie.se things to 
!you that you may be able in your answer to let mo 
:know whether you recollect them, and that the en- 
Icmy may not have it in tlioir power to say that I 
[remember loo much, or more than any body else.

Mr. llcNTOX said that tlic politionevs, sending 
their petition to him, a S..>nator from another Stale, 
while llicir own State was represented on this floor, 
clearly expeeied from him something more than 
its mere present.ation : they evidently e.spected 
him to say soinctliing on the subject matter of the 
petition, and probably of his own sentiments in 
relation to it. In this he had no objection to grat- 
ify them. lie had been long enough in the Senate, 
and attentive enough to questions of pulilic interest, 
to have formed an opinion in relation to the bank- 
rupt question, and, having formed it, he had no 
objection to e.xpresr it on any proper occasion. 

Assuming the present to bo a proper occasion, 
he would go on to sayjihat, twice since he had been ' 
a member of the Senate, the subject of a general' 
bankrupt law had been pressed upon Congress— 
once in the House of Representatives, near twenty 
years ago, and again in the Senate about a dozen 
years ago. W ith the first of tlieso movements he 
iiad nothing to do, llic bill which orginated in the 
House of Representatives having been rejected 
in that body witliout coming to the Senate; in the 
second movement he acted a decided part, and 
was one general law against bankrupts. In the 
final qnestioli he voted against the bill, and should 
so vote again in relation to a general bankrupt 1-aw 
which should not be applicable to corporations as 
well as to persons. 

Mr. B. went on to say that there was a general 
movement going on at this time, in the principal 
cities, in favor of a national bankrupt law: and 
petitions were da'ly arriving in the Senate in favor 
of the object. A 1 this was very lu urul after the 
wrecks which had been made in the commercial 
world by the expulsions, contractions and c.xplo- 
sions of the p:qicr system within the last seven 
years. It was all very natural ; but to,give a chance 
of success to the movrm iit, it must emerge from 
the n:irrow boundaries of a class, and spread out 
npori a broad ba.s's, and assume a general and n i- 
tional form. A b.uikiupt bill for inerciuiils andj 
traders only, cannot be expected to p iss.

their aniflcial structure — 'heir relation to the com- 
munity, and the relation of the coinmiiiiily to them; 
their power over the States in forcing a violation of 
contracts, and the tender of [lapcr money, and the 
duty of Congress to prevaiil the Stales from im- 
pairing contracts, or making any thing hut gold and 
silver a tender in payment of debts; all these cii- 
cuinstances and considerations point out corpora- 
tions, not merely as the lit and proper, but ns the 
pre-cininciilly fit and proper subjects for the appli 
cation of a I)iuikrtipl law. 

Tlieir number is excessive, and the number of 
persons belonging to eacli corporation is great. 
Take a- single br.mcli of tliese corporations — the 
banks — and see the iiiimher of parsons interested 
in them, and see wb.d a g.ip in a national law their 
exemption iVom the bankrupt a t would m ike. 
Their number is computed at near one tliousand; 
at an aver.igoof forty or fifty stockliolJers to each, 
a mass of forty or llfty thousand men would he 
given; all to he exenqit from the operation of a 
national law.

of New York, presided over by the Mayor, 
(Mr. Varian,) and attended by the business

In that meeting, Mr. Butler, the late Attorney 
General of the United States, being called on 
for liis opinion, gave it in favor ot including 
corporations in the same act which should ap- 
ply to persons; and the sentiment was receiv- 
ed with entliusiasm — with vehement ap- 
plause. 

Mr. B. said tliis was cheering — it was en- 
couragement to go on. Tw'clve years ago, 
when himself and a few Senators voted in fa- 
vor of including hanks in the bill then de])ond- 
ing, tlicir vote found little or no response in 
tlic jiublic bosom. Three years ago, when 
he made a speech to tlie same point, he re- 
ceived nothing hut solitary responses, coming 
from individuals, in diflerent parts ot the 
Union. Now the sentiment finds its response 
in the bosoms of the largest meeting of bus- 
iness men in the first city of the New World; 
and from tl.is great centre it must go forth to 
find response from every (lutirtcr of the U- 
nion.

sacred, nor impose a higher obligation to return 
with fidelity. They exact u credit from the whole 
community, by their promise to pay on demand the 
amount of the notes they issue. It is their duty 
to pay these deposites and these notes, and to pay 
with fidelity and ininctuality. It is their sacred 
duty to do so; and if they fail in ttal duty, they 
are fiir more fit and proper subjects for lire opera- 
tion of a bankrupt law than the ordinary merchant 
and trader. 

The conduct of these corporations is another 
reason for subjecting them to tlic bankrupt law, and 
that conduct consists in refusing to piy when they 
can pay! Disability isonc thing — disinclination is 
another. Not to he able to p:iy, may be uiifor 
tunate; not to be willing to p:iy, must be criminal; 
and this is tlio case with the greater part r.f tlic 
non-paying banks of tlio Union. They nflirm 
I their ability to pay; most of lliein deny that tliey 
1 were under any necessity to stop payment; and aC 
I firm that they only diil so because o'liers bad set 
I the example; some of them in fict are shipping 
'millioas of specie to K:irope, while denying a shil- 
; ling to their dap (sitor.s and note holders at home; 
land many of them resist resumption by others as 
j well ns by iheins.-lves. I’liis is the condu t of the 
non-p ying hanks; and it is evil conduct — bad con- 
bluet — misconduct — and eminently entitles them to 
the most rigorous treatment against bankrupts, 
j The artificial structure, and the trustee cliarac- 
iterof these corporations, is another argument in 
! favor of suhje ting ihoni to tlie bankrupt process. 
They arc artificial, not natural beings; they are 
trustees, not owners, of the property of the corpo- 
ration. If the natural man, made by the hand of 
llic Almigbly, impressed with his image, and en- 
dowed with inherent and inalienable rights by his 
Creator — one of which is the right of acipiiring 
property; if this nai lira 1 man may have the pro- 
perty taken out of his hands which is his own, 
which he has gained by his industry, or received by 
inheritance from Iiis ancestors, or accepted as a 
portion with his wife; if this natural man m.ay thuS|| 
bo sti ippod of his own, and bcc it placed in the 
bands of assignees for distribution among his cred- 
itors, with what face can the artificial being, called 
a corporation, which has neillier parent, wife, nor 
child, and whose managers are nothing but trus- 
tees, managing property which is not their own — 
with what face can this artificial being and its trus- 
tees, claim an e.xernption from a process to which 
the nitiiral man, and his self-owned estate is to be 
subject? In one case llie owner of the property 
is substituted by trustees; in the otlier case it is 
only a new set of trustees substituting an old set. 
The assignees of a bankrupt’s catate becoine the 
trustees of the properly for the benefit of the cred- 
itors; and if the legal owner may be superceded, 
and substituted by these legal trustees, why may 
not a bank directory (who are nothing but chartered 
trustees,) give place to otlier trustees appointed by 
the law? The result of their management, sup- 
posing the bank over wliich they preside to com- 
mit an act of hankriiptcy; the result of their man- 
agement IS a proof that they are cither unfortu- 
nate, or incapable, or iinfiitlifnl trustees; and in 
eitlier event, it is consonant to justice to change 
thorn for others; and this is all that a bankrupt law 
would p:opose to do. It would turn over their 
trust to a new sot of trii.stecs, to make a set- 
tlement of the concern, and to pay ofl', as far as 
possible, the persons to whom they had beeonie in- 
debted, ar.d to whom they were either unwilling 
or niiibloto in ike payment, or among wliom they 
miglii exerjise favoritism; paying some and refus- 
ing others. 

Tli-e relation of these corporations to the 
community, and tlie relation of the community 
to tiiem, is another strong and peculiar reason 
for subjecting them to tlie strong arm, and to 
the equitable provisions of a bankrupt law. — 
Of all the objects upon tlie earth able to con- 



whoare the main debtors, it is tjiiite another 
jafliiir. I’liey take their time, and usually 
;wait till the notes of the bank are licavilv 



depreciated, and then square oil’ with a few 
cents in the dodar. Tliey pay tlieir notes in 
bank with their notes out of bank, bouglit at 
a discount. Here, then, is a trying case for 
the bankrupt remedy. A commission of bank- 
ruptcy is the remedy for this evil. A change 
of the trustees — a substitution of assignees in 
the place of the directory — is tlie way to 
make this class of debtors pay up. A pro 
rata distribution is the way to do justice to 
all. Under the bankrupt remedy, every hold- 
er of a note, no matter wlio small in amount 
the note may be — no matter how far distant 
from tlie bank tlie lioldcr may reside — on for- 
warding tlie note to the assignees, he will re- 
ceive Ills ratable proportion of the bank's ef- 
fects; and that without trouble, without ex- 
pense, and without personal attention from 
liiinself. 

Besides these great reasons for applying a 
bankrupt law to corporations, there are other 
great purposes to be accomplished, and some 
most sacred duties to he fulfilled, by the same 
means. Our Constitution contains three most 
fatal prohibitions upon the States, of which 
the Federal Government is the guardian and 
the guarantee, and which are now publicly 
trodden under foot. No State shall emit hills 
of credit; no State shall make any thing but 
gold and silver a tender in payment of debts: 
no State shall pass any law impairiug the ob- 
ligation of contracts. So savs the Constitu- 
tioii! So says that sacred fundamental law 
which it is the duty of every citizen to protect, 
preserve and defend. But a new power has_ 
sprung up among us, and has annulled all these 
prohibitions. That new power is the oligar- 
chy of hanks! Tliis oligarchy has done what 
I the States dare not do. It has filled the whole 
land with bills of credit; for all admit that a 
hank note not convertible at the will of the 
holder into specie, is a hill of credit. It has 
set aside ihe constitutional currency, and made 
paper money, and even depreciated paper, a 
forced tender in payment of every debt. It 
has violated its own contracts, and compelled 
all individuals, and the Federal Government, 
and the State Governments, to violate theirs; 
and has obtained from sovereign States an e.x- 
press sanction, or a silent acquiescence, in this 
double violation of sacred duties, and in tliis 
triple annulment of constitutional obligations.! 
This is what the oligarchy of hanks has done,! 
this is what many of the hanks are now doing, 
and the way to prevent these evils — the way 
to preserve, protect, and defend our Constitu- 
tion in these vital particulars, and to do it with- 
out a collision with the States — is to exercise 
our constitutionol power of appling a bankrupt 
law to bankrupt banks. | 

Mr. B. said there was nothing new in ap-' 
plying a bankrupt law to banks. It was done' 
in England, where NINETY-TWO hanks 
were subjected to the process in the years' 
1814, ’13, and ’16; and many others before 
and since. The remedy was originally direc- 
ted against hankers, and bankers alone. We 
got the idea of this law from the English; they 
got it from the Italians of the middle ages; and 
these Italians obtained it from the civil law of 
the Ivoinans. In all these countries — in an- 
cient Rome, in modern Italy, in England — the 
bankrupt law applied to corporations, and es- 
pecially to banks and hankers; and it is only 
in the United States that these institutions

In presenting the petition sent to him from 
the city of New York, Mr. B. thought it pro- 
per to say this mucli of his opinions in rela- 
tion to the subject of the petition.

subordinate to the laws of the country, when- 
ever they choose to apply a bankrupt law to 
them. 

Mr. B. concluded with hailing, as one of 
the auspicious signs of tlie times — as shovVing 
the progress of the age towards correct prin- 
ciples — the enthsiasm with which was receiv- 
ed, a few days ago. in a great city, and in a 
large meeting of mixed politicians, the senti- 
jinent of including corporations in the ]iro- 
j visions of a general bankrupt law.
